Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  under  your  charge. 
This  comprises  the  Hamlets  of  Erdington  and  Witton,  and 
includes  the  following  Public  Institutions : — The  Aston  Union 
Workhouse,  the  Cottage  Homes,  the  Jaffray  Hospital,  the  Mason 
Orphanage,  a portion  of  the  Aston  Manor  Infectious  Hospital, 
St.  Thomas’s  Abbey,  Oscott  College,  and  the  Industrial  School  at 
Witton. 

area. 

2.  The  area  of  the  District  is  4,550  acres,  of  which  3,610  are  in 
Erdington,  and  940  in  Witton. 

3.  There  has  been  no  alteration  in  Ward  Boundaries,  and  the 
District,  as  before,  is  divided  into  five  Wards,  and  in  the  tables  of 
mortality  and  sickness  appended,  the  statistics  will  be  found  set 
down  in  the  various  Wards.  This  is  of  importance,  because  it 
permits  us  to  see  where  any  excessive  mortality  occurs,  or  where 
there  is  a prevalence  of  zymotic  disease. 

POPULATION. 

4.  It  is  now  nearly  five  years  since  an  official  census  was  made 
in  the  country,  and  were  it  not  for  the  Surveyor,  who  for  his  own 
purposes  has  counted  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the 
District,  it  would  be  impossible  in  a place  like  Erdington  to 
estimate  the  population  with  even  a fair  amount  of  accuracy,  but  as 
the  number  of  occupied  houses  at  the  middle  of  the  year  was 
known,  by  multiplying  this  by  the  number  of  people  found  at  the 
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last  census  to  be  living  in  each  house,  we  get,  with  a fair  approxi- 
mation to  accuracy,  the  population  for  the  middle  of  the  year. 

5.  The  result  of  this  is  to  show  that  22,425  people  were  resident 
at  that  time.  This  includes  the  inmates  of  Institutions  belonging 
to  the  District,  but  does  not  include  those  persons  removed  to  the 
Workhouse  from  the  City  of  Birmingham,  Aston  Manor,  Sutton 
Coldfield,  and  the  Castle  Bromwich  Rural  District.  If,  however, 
we  include  these,  I estimate  the  population  to  be  23,825. 

6.  I estimate  the  population  of  the  Hamlet  of  Erdington  to  be 
20,354,  and  of  Witton  2,071,  compared  with  18,814  and  1,936  in 
the  previous  year.  If,  however,  we  go  back  to  the  census  year 
1901,  we  find  that  the  populations  were  found  then  to  be  14,988 
and  612  respectively,  so  that  it  will  be  seen  that  the  District  has 
been  increasing  at  a very  rapid  rate,  and  has  now  become  a most 
popular  residential  district  in  the  suburbs  of  Birmingham.  As  the 
area  of  Aston  Manor  has  nearly  been  filled  up,  it  is  likely  that  the 
increase  will  not  only  be  maintained,  but  will  be  shown  to  go  on 
at  an  increased  rate. 


BIRTHS. 

7.  Five  hundred  and  eighty-five  births,  293  males,  and  292 
females  have  been  registered.  This  is  an  increase  of  57  compared 
with  last  year.  Calculated  on  the  estimated  population,  this  gives 
us  a Birth  Rate  of  24^1,  compared  with  25-4  in  1904,  and  moreover 
it  is  the  lowest  Birth  Rate  since  1900. 

8.  Erdington  has  had  to  be  congratulated  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years,  in  that  the  Birth  Rate  has  shown  no  tendency  to 
materially  diminish,  but  it  would  appear  at  last  as  though  it  is 
following  in  the  wake  of  the  other  districts  of  the  country,  and  that 
we  have  to  lament  a loss  of  fruitfulness  here  as  elsewhere. 

9.  Last  year  I called  attention  to  the  large  proportion  of  illegiti- 
mate births,  when  I recorded  a number  much  greater  than  in  the 
preceding  year.  This  year  I still  have  to  record  the  same  fact,  for 
the  number  is  54,  compared  with  53  in  1904.  It  is,  however,  only 
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fair  to  the  District  itself  to  point  out  that  only  nine  of  these 
belonged  to  the  District  proper.  The  others  occurred  in  the 
Workhouse,  in  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  the  mothers, 
as  a rule,  finding  shelter  there  in  their  difficulties. 


DEATHS. 

io.  Six  hundred  and  forty  deaths — namely,  375  males  and  265 
females — were  registered  in  the  District,  compared  with  600  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  these,  169  occurred  in  Erdington,  28  in  Witton, 
432  at  the  Workhouse,  10  at  the  Jaffray  Hospital,  and  1 at  the 
Mason  Orphanage. 

11  The  bulk  of  the  deaths  in  the  Workhouse  and  other  public 
institutions  occurred  in  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  and 
in  order  to  obtain  the  correct  death  rate  it  is  necessary  to  eliminate 
these,  and  also  to  add  those  known  to  have  occurred  in  people 
belonging  to  the  District  in  various  institutions  round  about,  such 
as  the  Birmingham  hospitals.  Making  the  corrections  as  far  as  I 
am  able,  I find  that  221  deaths  are  to  be  debited  to  the  District 
proper — namely,  116  males  and  105  females.  This  gives  us  a 
death  rate  for  the  year  of  9'8  on  the  estimated  population,  a figure 
which  not  only  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  previous 
year  but  is  lower  than  any  year  except  one  in  the  last  ten  years, 
indeed  the  average  for  that  period  is  11*23,  so  that  our  death  rate 
for  1905  is  nearly  ij  per  thousand  below  the  average  rate  for  the 
past  ten  years. 

12.  The  following  table  shows  at  a glance  the  Birth,  Death, 
and  Zymotic  Death  Rates  for  the  past  ten  years

i3-  This  Table  shows  all  the  rates  to  be  below  the  average  or 
the  past  ten  years  The  death-rate,  as  I have  before  mentioned,  is 
not  only  satisfactory  but  phenomenally  low,  while  the  Zymotic 
death-rate  is  extraordinarily  low,  even  in  a healthy  year,  when  we 
consider  that  it  was  only  one-third  of  that  of  the  previous  year, 
and  the  lowest  of  any  of  the  ten  years  comprised  in  the  Table. 

14.  The  Table  given  below  compares  the  Death-rate  for  the 
year  with  those  of  the  neighbouring  districts,  and  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  : —

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

15.  Of  the  221  deaths  belonging  to  the  district,  45  were  in 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a percentage  to  the  total 
deaths  of  20-3.  The  following  Table  shows  the  rate  of  Infant 
Mortality  compared  with  the  total  number  of  Births  and  Deaths 
belonging  to  the  district  : —

16.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  is  a low 
one,  and  this  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  features  of  this  Report. 
I again,  however,  must  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  if  we  take  the 
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whole  of  the  Births  and  Deaths,  namely,  those  occurring  in  the 
Workhouse,  that  the  Infant  mortality  was  very  much  higher, 
namely,  126  compared  with  94'7-  1'his,  of  course,  is  to  be 
expected,  as  it  is  well  known  that  the  mortality  is  higher  among 
illegitimate  children  than  among  those  born  in  wedlock. 

17.  As  in  past  years,  I have  carefully  noted  the  cause  of  death 
in  every  instance,  and  find  that  the  Infantile  deaths  were  due  to 
the  following  causes  : — Whooping-cough,  1 ; measles,  1 ; diarrhcea, 
2 ; enteritis,  3 ; gastritis,  2 ; premature  birth,  7 ; injury  at  birth,  2 ; 
atrophy  and  marasmus,  6 ; tuberculous  peritonitis,  1 ; other  tuber- 
culosis diseases,  1 ; erysipelas,  1 ; meningitis,  2 ; convulsions,  2 ; 
bronchitis,  2 ; pneumonia,  5 ; suffocation,  1 ; other  causes,  6. 

18.  This  is  a much  more  satisfactory  record  than  I have  had 
to  chronicle  in  past  years.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  but  little 
mortality  from  Diarrhoea,  a disease  which  often  takes  too  large  a 
toll  of  infant  life  in  the  Erdington  district.  The  only  other  zymotic 
mortality  was  one  death  from  Measles  and  one  from  Whooping 
Cough,  and  this  may  be  considered  quite  satisfactory. 

19.  It  is  also  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  been  a reduc- 
tion in  the  number  ol  deaths  due  to  Premature  Birth,  for  whereas 
the  number  registered  last  year  was  9,  in  the  year  1905  m was 
only  7. 

20.  In  connection  with  this  subject,  I can  point  out,  as  I have 
done  before,  that  the  bulk  of  the  mortality  is  due  to  causes  outside 
the  control  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities,  but  I hope  that  the  new 
departure  of  the  County  Council,  namely,  the  appointment  of 
women  health  visitors,  calling,  as  they  do,  at  the  houses  of  the  poor, 
and  imparting  to  mothers  on  the  spot,  information  on  the  Feeding 
of  Infants  and  of  Household  Management,  will  have  an  appreciable 
effect  in  raising  the  tone  of  life,  and  diminishing  thereby  the  loss 
of  life  in  the  very  young,  due  as  it  is  to  a very  large  extent,  to 
ignorance  of  the  physiological  principles  on  which  such  life 
depends. 
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2i.  The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  deaths  in  each 
quarter,  together  with  the  total  and  zymotic  death  rates  : —

22.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Death  Rate  was  lowest  in  the  second 
quarter,  as  is  the  rule,  and  highest  in  the  first  and  third. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

23.  Only  thirteen  deaths  have  been  registered  from  the  seven 
principal  zymotic  diseases,  compared  with  36  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  deaths  registered  were  as  follows  Whooping  cough,  2 ; 
measles,  1 ; typhoid  fever,  1 ; diphtheria,  3 ; and  diarrhoea,  6. 

24.  The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  has  been  only 
108  compared  with  162,  195  and  198  in  the  three  previous  years 
respectively.  Of  these,  28  occurred  in  Public  institutions,  so  that 
only  80  are  to  be  debited  to  the  District  proper. 

25.  For  several  years  past  I have  been  able  to  congratulate  you 
on  the  continued  healthiness  of  the  District,  so  that  this  year  I can 
only  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  continued  and  increased 
healthiness  is  even  more  remarkable. 

26.  Smallpox.  Only  one  case  of  this  disease  was  notified 
during  the  year,  and  this  occured  in  Fentham  Ward  and  was 
imported  from  Woolwich.  The  patient  was  the  wife  of  a soldier, 
and  had  only  a few  days  previously  come  into  the  District.  Every 
precaution  was  taken,  and  no  spread  of  the  disease  occurred,  while 
notice  was  given  of  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  to  the  officer 
commanding  the  Royal  Artillery  at  Woolwich,  so  that  precautions 
could  be  taken  there  also.  In  several  instances  members  of  the 
family  were  re-vaccinated. 
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27.  Scarlet  Fever.  Last  year  I was  able  to  record  but  a slight 
mortality  due  to  this  disease.  This  year  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
say  that  not  a single  death  has  occurred  from  it.  Only  53  cases 
have  been  notified,  compared  with  70  in  the  previous  year,  and  of 
these  53,  no  less  than  18  occurred  in  public  institutions,  namely  11 
in  the  Workhouse,  and  7 in  the  Mason  Orphanage.  The  bulk  of 
the  cases,  namely  12,  occurred  in  Fentham  Ward,  while  7 occurred 
in  Witton. 

28.  Measles.  I am  not  aware  that  there  has  been  any  marked 
prevalence  of  this  disease,  though  as  it  is  not  on  the  schedule  of 
notifiable  diseases,  I have  no  accurate  means  of  judging.  Only  one 
death  from  it  has  been  registered,  compared  with  five  in  the 
preceding  year,  and  in  only  one  case  did  I hear  of  its  prevalence  at 
an  elementary  school,  namely  Slade  Road  Infants’.  In  consequence 
of  this,  I advised  the  closure  of  the  Department  from  April  10th  to 
the  end  of  the  Easter  Holidays,  and  this  was  done. 

29.  Diphtheria.  I have  of  late  years  had  to  refer  somewhat  at 
length  to  this  disease,  and  have  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  in 
a mild  form  we  seem  to  be  somewhat  liable  to  attacks  of  it  in 
Erdington.  It  is  therefore  with  great  pleasure  that  I am  able  to 
lecord  that  during  the  year  the  number  of  attacks  has  been  fewer 
and  the  deaths  registered  proportionately  less.  Only  three  deaths 
from  it  have  been  registered,  and  22  cases  notified,  compared  with 
6 deaths  and  48  cases  in  the  previous  year.  The  disease  was 
chiefly  prevalent  in  Short  Heath  Ward,  as  was  the  case  last  year, 

9 of  the  22  cases  being  notified  from  there. 

30.  As  of  late  years,  some  of  the  cases  were  of  so  mild  a type 
that  the  patients  were  out  and  about  in  a few  days.  I visited  the 
houses  where  the  cases  occurred,  and  have  done  everything  I 
could  to  discover  the  cause  of  the  disease.  In  all  cases  the 
question  of  milk  supply  has  been  carefully  looked  into.  It  is  a 
curious  fact  that  a large  number  of  the  cases  have  occurred  in  new 
houses,  where  not  only  was  the  sanitation  believed  to  be  good, 
but  where  on  testing  the  drains  no  faults  could  be  discovered. 
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3i.  In  a few  instances,  however,  slight  defects  have  been 
noticed,  and  these  may,  of  course,  have  predisposed  to  outbreaks 
of  the  disease.  As  in  previous  years,  I am  inclined  to  think  that 
the  disease  as  a rule  being  so  mild,  cases  of  infective  sore  throat 
have  occurred,  and  being  unrecognised,  the  children  have 
attended  school,  and  one  or  more  cases  have  broken  out  in 
consequence. 

32  Still,  one  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  disease  was  of  a 
type  but  slightly  infective,  for  out  of  the  22  cases,  all  but  one 
occurred  in  single  houses,  and,  as  they  were  nearly  always  in  the 
houses  of  the  working-class,  isolation  of  an  efficient  kind  was 
difficult  to  find. 

33.  It  is  a somewhat  remarkable  fact  that  in  every  case  in 
which  swabs  from  the  throat  were  sent  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Birmingham,  the  report  was  a 
negative  one  as  to  the  discovery  of  the  Diphtheria  Bacillus. 

34.  Typhoid  Fever . Only  one  death  was  registered  from  this 
disease,  while  twelve  cases  were  notified.  Two  of  these  were  notified 
from  the  Workhouse  in  persons  removed  from  places  outside  the 
District,  so  that  only  ten  cases  are  to  be  debited  to  the  District 
proper.  I visited  all  these  as  they  occurred,  and  in  some  instances 
have  no  hesitation  in  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  cases  were 
not  real  Typhoid  Fever.  In  one  instance  J had  a consultation 
with  the  medical  practitioner,  and  came  very  definitely  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  disease  from  which  the  patient  was  suffering 
was  Pneumonia,  and  not  Typhoid  Fever. 

35.  It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  good  as  our  record  is  as 
regards  the  prevalence  of  this  filth  disease,  as  a matter  of  fact  it  is 
even  better  than  it  appears,  and  I believe  that  with  the  exception 
of  about  two  or  three  cases,  all  the  others  were  contracted  outside 
the  District  (in  one  instance  from  abroad),  so  that  the  District  has 
been  practically  free  from  Typhoid  Fever.  In  one  instance  it  is 
probable  that  shell-fish  were  associated  with  the  disease,  as  the 
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patient  had  been  partaking  of  this  food  within  the  incubation 
period  of  the  fever. 

36.  Whooping  Cough . There  has  been  a very  marked  decrease 
in  the  mortality  from  this  infantile  disease,  only  two  deaths  being 
registered,  compared  with  nine  in  the  previous  year.  These  two 
deaths  occurred  respectively  in  Short  Heath  and  Witton  Wards.  I 
did  not  hear  of  any  marked  prevalence  of  the  disease,  and  believe 
that  the  District  was  comparatively  free  from  it  during  the  year. 

37.  Diarrhoea.  Eight  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this 
disease,  compared  with  13  and  10  in  the  two  previous  years.  Of 
these,  only  six  are  to  be  debited  to  the  District  proper.  Five  of 
these  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  one  in  an 
elderly  person. 

38.  The  six  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  occurred  respect- 
ively in  Fentham,  Moor  End,  and  Short  Heath  Wards.  No  doubt 
climatic  conditions  are  responsible  for  the  diminished  prevalence 
of  the  disease  to  a considerable  extent,  but  I hope  that  the  improved 
knowledge  of  the  feeding  and  care  of  infants,  which  by  means  of 
health  visitors  and  others  is  now  being  brought  to  the  notice  of 
parents  in  the  poorer  portions  of  the  District,  is  beginning  to  bear 
fruit. 

39.  Influenza.  Four  deaths  from  epidemic  influenza  were 
registered,  all  of  them  in  persons  aged  65  and  upwards,  while  42 
deaths  have  occurred  from  pneumonia,  pleurisy,  bronchitis,  and 
other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  This  shows  a slightly 
increased  mortality  on  the  previous  year,  but  not  to  any  marked 
extent. 

40.  Phthisis.  Our  mortality  from  this  disease  has  been  slightly 
better  than  in  the  previous  year,  for  though  the  population  has 
increased  considerably,  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  proper 
remains  the  same,  namely  16.  This,  however,  is  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  year  1903,  when  only  7 deaths  were  registered. 

41.  In  the  Workhouse,  however,  86  deaths  were  registered, 
compared  with  88  in  the  previous  year,  figures  closely  alike, 


42.  In  the  District  proper,  though  the  mortality  is  high,  yet 
compared  with  other  places  it  is  not  unsatisfactory,  seven  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  only  being  due  to  phthisis,  I must  again,  however, 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  more  than  hah  the  mortality,  namely 
9 of  the  16  deaths  occurred  in  Short  Heath  Ward.  This  is  exactly 
the  same  as  was  noticed  last  year,  and  points  to  the  fact  that  over- 
crowding in  houses  and  poverty,  and  its  consequent  deficiency  of 
food,  are  largely  associated  with  mortality  from  consumption. 

43.  In  all  cases  where  deaths  have  been  notified,  the  Inspector 
has  offered  disinfection  of  house,  bedding,  clothing,  etc  , and  in 
nearly  every  instance  has  this  been  accepted.  I attach  importance 
to  this,  as  I believe  it  offers  a considerable  amount  of  security 
against  infection  should  fresh  comers  enter  the  house  immediately 
after  the  death  has  taken  place. 

44.  Ca?icer.  I regret  to  have  to  record  an  increased  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer  and  malignant  disease.  The  number  registered 
this  year  was  12,  compared  with  8 in  the  previous  year,  but  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note,  particularly  at  this  time  when  so  much  is  being- 
said  about  the  increase  of  cancer,  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
malignant  disease  has  been  less  than  in  the  years  1901,  1902,  or 
1903,  though  our  population  has  increased  in  that  time  upwards  of 

33%* 

AN  ACCOUNT  OF  ENQUIRIES  MADE  AS  TO  CONDITIONS 
INJURIOUS  TO  HEALTH,  AND  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS 
ADVISED  ; ALSO  AN  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  SUPERVISION 
EXERCISED  OVER  PLACES  AND  HOUSES  WHICH  THE 
SANITARY  AUTHORITY  HAVE  POWER  TO  REGULATE, 
WITPI  THE  ACTION  TAKEN  IN  REGARD  TO  OFFEN- 
SIVE TRADES. 

45.  Last  year  leaded  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  my  opinion, 
owing  to  the  very  rapid  increase  in  the  population  of  the  District, 
it  would  be  impossible  for  the  work  of  inspection  to  be  properly 
carried  out  by  one  Inspector.  I am  able  to  report  with  much 
gratification  that  the  work  done,  by  Mr.  Walter  Brown,  the 
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Inspector,  this  year  has  been  of  the  very  best  possible  type.  He 
has  put  his  whole  heart  into  the  work,  and  very  much  good  has 
been  effected.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  we  have  had  a year 
practically  free  from  the  prevalence  of  serious  infectious  disease, 
and  looking  now  at  the  fact  that  the  population  of  our  District  is 
approaching  23,000,  I have  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  in  my  opinion  it  is  impossible  for  one  Inspector,  however 
zealous  he  may  be,  to  properly  carry  out  the  duties  of  his  office. 

46.  I hope,  therefore,  that  no  time  will  be  lost  during  the 
present  year  in  making  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a sub-inspector.  The  matter  is  important  because  though 
under  present  circumstances  the  amount  of  systematic  inspection 
of  the  District  is  comparatively  limited,  in  the  case  of  an  outbreak 
of  disease,  this  for  the  time  being  must  cease. 

47.  In  a district  like  ours,  where  a large  proportion  of  houses 
are  of  the  small  villa  type,  constant  inspection  of  the  drainage 
arrangements  is  necessary,  and  I feel  it  is  the  desire  of  your 
Committee  that  no  stone  should  be  left  unturned,  not  only  to 
maintain,  but  to  promote  and  increase  the  healthiness  of  the 
District. 


NOTIFICATION. 

48.  During  the  year,  108  cases  have  been  notified,  of  which  80 
belonged  to  the  District  proper,  and  28  were  from  public  institu- 
tions. The  cost  of  notification  was  only  £11  8s.  od.,  compared 
with  ^17  9s.  6d.  in  the  previous  year. 

ISOLATION. 

49.  Scarlet  fever  having  been  at  so  abnormally  low  an  ebb, 
the  isolation  hospital  has  been  comparatively  little  used,  in  fact  only 
fifteen  cases  for  which  the  District  Council  is  responsible  have 
been  removed  to  it,  while  eighteen  from  public  institutions  have 
been  sent,  making  altogether  33.  In  addition,  one  case  of  Smallpox 
was  sent,  so  that  the  total  number  of  cases  from  the  District 
itself  has  been  sixteen. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

50.  I have  analysed  during  the  year  twenty-five  samples  of 
water,  namely,  fourteen  samples  of  tap  water  supplied  to  the 
District  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Birmingham,  and  eleven 
from  surface  wells.  Of  the  samples  from  wells,  no  less  than  eight 
were  found  to  be  polluted,  and  measures  were  taken  for  the  tap 
water  to  be  substituted  at  the  houses.  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
state  that  there  are  but  few  surface  wells  in  the  District.  These 
are  being  carefully  examined  from  time  to  time,  and,  as  they  show 
signs  of  pollution,  are  being  done  away  with,  and  tap  water  supplied 
in  their  place. 

51.  Of  the  tap  water  supplied  to  the  District,  it  is  worthy  of 
note  that  the  new  supply  from  Wales  has  been  laid  on  during  the 
year.  This  on  the  whole  has  given  rise  to  much  satisfaction,  as 
the  water  is  not  only  much  purer  organically,  but  being  softer  is 
much  more  pleasant  and  economical  for  use  in  washing  and 
cooking. 

52.  During  the  early  winter,  however,  an  accident  occurred 
to  a mam,  and  the  old  disused  supply  had  to  be  requisitioned 
temporarily  for  the  supply  of  the  District.  For  some  reason  or  other 
this  supply  was  most  unsatisfactory.  Complaints  were  received 
from  all  over  the  District  that  the  water  had  an  objectionable  smell, 
was  turbid,  and  unfit  for  use.  I examined  one  or  two  samples,  and 
found  that  it  was  much  impregnated  with  organic  matter,  probably 
due  to  the  use  of  mains  which,  having  been  disused  for  some  little 
time  and  not  cleansed,  had  become  foul.  The  Water  Department 
was  at  once  communicated  with,  and  every  step  taken  to  remedy 
the  state  of  affairs,  which  I am  pleased  to  say  only  lasted  for  about 
thirty-six  hours. 

53.  Some  fears  having  been  expressed  that  the  new  soft  water 
may  act  on  the  lead  pipes  through  which  it  is  supplied,  and  be 
productive  of  lead  poisoning  among  those  who  use  it,  I carried  out 
some  experiments,  and  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  as  far  as  I 


can  see  the  water  is  supplied  in  such  a condition  as  not  to  dissolve 
lead  in  material  quantity,  and  therefore  to  he  free  from  danger  on 
this  account, 

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD. 

54.  As  in  past  years,  the  Sale  of  hood  and  Drugs  Acts  have 
been  administered  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council,  the  food 
and  drugs  inspectors  buying  the  samples,  and  submitting  them  to 
the  County  Analyst.  From  enquires  I have  made,  I find  that  a 
sufficient  number  of  samples  have  been  taken  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

OVERCROWDING. 

55.  The  Inspector  informs  me  that  three  cases  of  Overcrowding 
have  been  dealt  with  by  him,  one  in  South  Road,  one  in  Station 
Road,  and  one  in  Short  Heath  Road.  In  two  ot  these  cases,  over- 
crowding was  due  to  the  importation  of  Irish  labour  for  the  potato 
digging,  and  no  trouble  was  experienced  in  remedying  the  trouble. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

56.  Two  complaints  were  made  of  the  Sausage  Skin  Works,  in 
Hampton  Road,  the  only  offensive  trade  existing  in  the  distiict. 
On  inspection  it  was  found  that  the  cause  was  due  to  the  storage 
of  organic  matter  in  improper  vessels,  and  the  matter  was  lemedied 
by  the  substitution  of  a galvanised  iron  tank  for  the  vessels 
previously  in  use. 

SCHOOLS, 

57.  I have  only  thought  it  desirable  to  close  one  school, 
namely  the  Slade  Road  Infants’  School,  during  the  year.  This 
was,  as  I have  before  mentioned,  due  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

58.  I may  add,  however,  that  not  only  was  this  school  disin- 
fected while  it  was  closed  but  that  other  elementary  schools  have 
been  disinfected  when  it  has  been  discovered  that  cases  of 
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infectious  disease  have  been  attending  there.  I attach  much 
importance  to  this,  and  believe  that  much  good  results  from 
treating  disinfection  of  schools  as  a routine  proceeding  when  even 
odd  cases  have  been  known  to  have  been  attending  there. 


NEW  STREETS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

59.  Mr.  H.  H.  Humphries,  the  District  Surveyor,  has  again 
forwarded  to  me  particulars  of  the  work  done  in  his  department 
during  the  year.  His  report  is  as  follows  : — 

NEW  STREETS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

One  hundred  and  nine  plans  for  new  roads,  buildings,  etc. . were  submitted 
to  the  Highways  and  Buildings  Committee  for  their  consideration, 
representing  two  new  roads,  475  dwelling  houses,  including  34  shops, 
two  shops  without  dwelling  houses  attached,  18  additions  and  altera- 
tions to  existing  buildings,  one  works,  two  schools,  one  extension  to 
Workhouse,  one  slaughterhouse,  and  19  miscellaneous  buildings. 

Of  these  99  plans  were  approved,  representing  458  dwelling  houses, 
including  28  shops,  two  shops  without  dwellings  attached,  18  additions 
and  alterations  to  existing  buildings,  one  works,  two  schools,  one 
extension  to  Workhouse,  and  19  miscellaneous  buildings. 

Ten  plans  were  disapproved,  representing  17  dwelling  houses,  two  roads, 
one  slaughterhouse,  and  two  miscellaneous  buildings.

60.  ERECTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 

407  houses,  including  19  shops,  were  completed  during  the  year,  and  certifi- 
cates for  their  occupation  issued. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  233  houses,  2 schools,  and  large  extensions  to 
the  Workhouse  in  course  of  erection. 
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61.  CONSTRUCTION  OF  NEW  ROADS. 

The  following  new  roads  have  been  completed,  viz.  : — Edwards  Road, 
Lansdowne  Road,  and  Orchard  Road  extension. 

New  roads  now  in  course  of  extension  are  : — Westwood  Road,  Dulverton 
Road,  Hermitage  Road,  Clarence  Road,  Hart  Road,  and  Dolman 
Road. 

62.  REMARKS  AS  TO  BUILDINGS  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

Building  has  been  brisk  in  Erdington  during  the  year,  although  in  some  of 
the  neighbouring  districts  it  has  been  much  quieter  than  any  other  time 
for  a few  years  back,  and  the  number  of  buildings  erected  is  well  up  to 
the  average.  Next  year  also  promises  to  be  a busy  one  for  the  building 
trade,  as  it  is  intended  to  ^open  up  another  large  building  estate  in  the 
District. 

63.  SEWERAGE. 

The  construction  of  a sewer  and  a surface  drain  in  Reservoir  Road  from 
South  Road  to  Union  Road,  each  having  a length  of  800  feet,  has  been 
completed. 

A Rider  sewer  660  feet  in  length  has  been  constructed  in  George  Road  to 
obviate  the  necessity  of  connecting  private  drainage  to  the  main  sewer 
which  is  40  deep  at  the  site  of  the  new  sewer. 

Extensions,  1,420  feet  in  length  to  the  sewers  in  Witton  Road  are  about  to 
be  commenced. 

In  connection  with  the  ventilation  of  the  sewers,  two  experimental  destructor 
lamps  have  been  erected,  and  I have  been  able  to  report  very  favourably 
upon  their  working. 

170  connections  from  private  property  to  the  public  sewers  have  been  made. 

The  flushing  and  cleansing  of  the  sewers  have  been  carefully  and  systemati- 
cally carried  out. 

64.  IMPROVEMENT  OF  EXISTING  PRIVATE  ROADS. 

Jaffray  Road  has  been  “made  up”  under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892, 
and  Clarence  Road  is  in  course  of  being  “made  up”  under  the  same 
Act. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  get  the  owners  in  Wesley  Road  to  put  that  road 
into  a state  of  repair. 

65.  HOUSE  REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  work  of  this  department  increases  each  year  with  the  great  growth  of 
the  District,  and  during  the  year,  3,438  loads  of  dry  refuse  and  1,235  loads 
of  night  soil  were  removed,  giving  a total  number  of  4,673  loads  as 
compared  with  4,300  loads  in  1904,  and  3,926  loads  in  1903. 

There  have  been  scarcely  any  complaints,  and  those  minor  ones,  made  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  department. 

A further  distribution  of  500  galvanized  ashbins  has  been  made,  making  the 
total  now  lent  up  to  1,500.  Many  applications  are  made  by  house- 
holders, who  have  not  yet  been  supplied  with  them,  for  these  bins,  and 
their  advantages  are  very  much  appreciated. 
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66.  This  Report  pretty  well  speaks  for  itself,  and  the  only 
point  on  which  perhaps  it  will  be  well  to  make  a remark,  is  the 
fact  that  several  existing  private  roads  have  been  improved.  In  a 
growing  district  like  Erdington,  this  is  of  great  importance.  A big 
quagmire  of  a road  existing  in  front  of  a large  number  of  dwellings 
is  in  itself  prejudicial  to  health,  and  I consider  it  an  urgent  matter 
that  the  powers  possessed  by  the  Council  should  be  put  into 
operation  when  conditions  demand  the  improvement  of  street 
surfaces. 

67.  I also  desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  excellent  results 
attained  in  the  way  of  Scavenging,  and  I believe  to  a very  large 
extent  the  constantly  improving  health  conditions  of  the  District 
are  due  to  the  early  removal  of  filth  and  ashes,  which  is  a 
characteristic  of  its  present  sanitary  administration. 

68.  I also  consider  that  from  many  points  of  view  the  abolition 
of  ashpits  by  the  provision  of  proper  bins  by  the  Council,  is  a 
matter  not  only  of  expediency,  but  of  wisdom.  I again  must  con- 
gratulate the  District  on  the  abolition  of  a large  number  of  middens, 
no  less  than  119  having  been  converted,  and  68  water  closets 
having  been  supplied  with  automatic  flushing  cisterns.  I hope  now 
that  in  a comparatively  short  time  these  abominable  receptacles 
will  be  entirely  done  away  with  in  the  Erdington  District. 

VACCINATION. 

69.  I again  call  your  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Vaccination 
Officer,  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  It  is  a very  satisfactory 
document,  showing  that  out  of  596  births  registered  during  the 
period  dealt  with,  no  less  than  502  were  successfully  vaccinated. 
I am  glad  to  report  that  only  eleven  certificates  of  consciencious 
objection  were  obtained,  though  I regret  that  even  this  number 
should  have  been  applied  for.  Out  of  a total  of  nearly  600  births, 
it  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  point  out,  as  the  Vaccination 
Officer  does,  that  only  eight  were  unaccounted  for.  There  can  be 
little  doubt  that  as  long  as  this  rate  of  primary  vaccination  exists, 
there  will  be  comparative  immunity  from  serious  smallpox, 
particularly  among  children  and  young  adults, 
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SYSTEMATIC  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

70.  Though,  as  I have  before  pointed  out,  there  have  leen 
great  demands  upon  his  time,  your  Inspector  has  done  something 
in  the  way  of  systematic  inspection  of  the  district  during  the  year. 
He  has  dealt  with  small  portions  of  each  ward,  though  perhaps  the 
largest  portion  of  his  time  has  been  given  to  Fentham,  where  as 
the  result  of  his  inspection  a vast  amount  of  sanitary  improvement 
has  been  effected. 


COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

71.  The  Inspector  reports  that  he  has  visited  every  cowshed, 
dairy,  and  milkshop  in  the  district,  and  finds  them  on  the  whole 
fairly  satisfactory. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

72.  In  the  appendix  will  be  found  two  tables,  namely  one  I 
* originally  adopted,  and  the  one  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 

the  Home  Department.  The  number  of  places  on  the  register  is 
the  same  as  last  year,  namely  52,  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  inspection  generally  shows  them  to  be  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  both  as  regards  cleanliness  and  ventilation. 

73.  The  table  issued  by  the  Home  Secretary  shows  that  nine 
defects  were  discovered,  and  all  of  these  were  remedied. 

74.  No  underground  bakehouses  are  to  be  found  in  the  district. 

75.  For  several  years  past  I have  been  able  to  congratulate  you 
as  the  Authority,  and  the  Ratepayers  of  the  district,  on  the  good 
record  shown  in  my  Annual  Report.  This  year  I can  only  repeat 
and  extend  the  congratulation,  for  while  the  death  rate  is  as  low  as 
it  has  ever  been,  the  zymotic  death  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  a 
period  of  ten  years.  We  have  been  practically  free  from  all  disease 
associated  with  serious  sanitary  defects,  and  although  we  have  a 
rapidly  increasing  population,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
people  on  our  area,  yet,  thanks  to  the  enlightened  policy  which  you 
have  continuously  carried  out,  our  health  statistics  show  a continued 
improvement. 
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76.  I must  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committee,  and  also  my 
brother  officers  for  the  consideration  and  help  I have  always 
received  in  carrying  out  my  duties,  such  consideration  lightening 
the  difficulties  attendant  on  the  prosecution  of  sanitary  work, 
requiring,  as  it  so  often  does,  sacrifices  to  be  made  by  property 
owners  and  tenants.
